This was the first time in a long 
experience of Dublin trams that he had 
known such a thing to happen, and he. felt 
that it was the last straw.

Mr. James Kennedy, a couple of ;days ago, 
after having lost trace of him for some 
time. ‘‘ Jim ” Kennedy is one of the few 
men of my acquaintance who have slipped 
into their proper niche in life, and are 
ducky enough to do the work that they 
have always wished to do.

For many years a blacksmith called 
Denis Curtin, a native of County Clare. 
was known far and wide as a “ healer”’ 
of liver complaints.

EFFECTS OF THE 
FLOODS. 


BISON FOR OXFORD. 
From Our 700LOGICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


HE series of members’ breakfasts 
which are held in the “ Zoo”’ 
on the first Saturday of every summer 
month- was brought to an end for 
the present year on’ Saturday morning 
last, when the wind-up was marked 
by an outburst of _— unwonted 
sunshine and a remarkably large attend- 
ance, both of members and of visitors. 
Perhaps, it was in part an anxicty to 
learn how the Gardens and their inmates 
had fared during the cisustrous rainstorms 
of the two preceding days that brought 
so unexpectedly large a number to the 
last breakfast of the year. All the break- 
fasts of the past summer have, however, 
been remarkably successful, not only in 
point of attendance, but also in that of 
weather, and the Gardens have seldom 
failed to show to the best advantage on 
the mornings on which they have been 
held. 

On this occasion the Gardens un- 
doubtedly showed -ome of the marks of 
the receut visitation, and the waters of 
the lake, having well overflowed their 
boundaries, made it no easy matter to 
explore the haunts of some of the com- 
paratively shy water-fowl that inhabit 
the banks and the reed-beds. Dr. Ferrar 
was, however, able to give satisfactory 
assurances that neither the animals nor 
the buildings had suffered any serious 
damage from the flood that had been 
generally so disastrous. The worst 
sufferers were apparently the swallows, 
who early on Friday morning excited the 
surprise of the staff by turning up in 
countless crowds (almost blackening the 
grass in front of the Superintendent’s 
house) in so utterly drenched a condition 
as to seem scarcely capable of flight. These 
poor birds had possibly been roosting in 
some reed-bed which had been beaten flat 
by the torrential rains. It may be hoped 
that they ultimately succeeded in shaking 
themselves dry; at any rate, large 
numbers were seen skimming over the 
ground on Saturday r orning with all their 
accustomed agility and grace. 

SHETLAND PONIES. 

On the other hand, Professor Dixon had 
a highly gratifying :nnouncement to make 
when he mentioned that the latest addi- 
tion to the list of the Society’s animals 
was a beautiful pair of Shetland ponies, 
which had arrived just in time to be 
placed in comfortable quarters before the 
commencement of the great rainstorm—a 
privilege that they, doubtless, appreciated 
at the close of their long four-days’ 
journey from Aberdeen. After breakfast 
the ponies were. of course, the general 
centre of attraction; for it is universally 
felt that their presence makes a most 
important addition to the attractiveness. 
that the Gardens will have during the 
coming winter months. This will be par- 
ticularly the case where children are con- 
cerned, as it is hoped that the ponies, after 
hecoming used to their new quarters, will 
soon be drawing a phaeton and giving the 
young people enjoyable drives about the 
ground, 

The arrival of the ponies from Aberdeen 
had been preceded only a few days earlier 
by the departure from the Gardens of a 
considerably larger inmate—a large bul! 
bison—which' went as a gift from the 
Council to the new Zoological Gardens 
just instituted at Oxford. As was to be 
expected, the bison took his departure 
somewhat reluctantly—in point of fact, 
he was leaving his native Jand—and the 
preparations that had to be made to 
induce him to get ready for his travels 
were described by Professor Dixon to a 
much-amused audience at. Saturday’s 
breakfast. A second Jrish-bred bison is 
soon to follow him, as two are being pre- 
sented to the Oxford ‘‘Zoo’’: but 
travelling facilities are too limited at 
present to allow of their being despatched 
together. 

GIFTS FROM INDIA. 

It cannot be said that the Gardens wil! 
be at all impoverished by the sending 
away of the bison, as they are still fairly 
rich in these huge animals, which are 
always among the first to catch the 
eyes of a visitor after passing the 
gate. On the other hand, a considerable 
number of interesting additions has been 
made to the collection during the summer, 
among which must be specially noticed 
those sent over from India by the Calcutta 
Zoological Society and that constant 
friend, Mr. W. K. Dods. These include a 
partieularly handsome pair of black- 
necked ibises, a beautiful hawk-eagle, some 
very curious-looking birds known as crow- 
pheasants, a brahminy kite (which has 
formed a steady friendship with another 
bird ofrits kind already in the grounds), 
and a very pretty pair of Javanese teal. 
which have made themselves thoroughly 
at home in the lake, and have quite thrown 
off the shyness that led them at first to 
keep out of sight among the reeds, being 
now almost as bold as any of the domestic 
ducks or the staid Canada geese. A fine 
new python was also added to the collec- 
tion in the course of last week ; and visitors 
will not fail to notice that the young bar- 
headed geese, three in number, that were 
hatched last spring, have now quite suc- 
cessfully passed the gosling stage, and arc 
quickly assuming a plumage like that of 
the parent birds. 

Among other gifts lately received men- 
tion should be made of an Irish bird—a 
sparrow-hawk—which was captured last 
week at Amiens street railway station, 
having flown through a window (perhaps, 
in pursuit of a small bird) into ane of the 
offices, and so placed its fate in the hands 
of the officials, by whom it was at once 
forwarded to Dr. Ferrar. It is all the 
more pleasant to hear of a captured 
sparrow-hawk being so kindly treated, as 
a very different fate is known to have been 
lately administered to a bird of the same 
species, which, having flown through one of 
the windows of a Dublin hospital, was 
chased round the ward, taken alive and 
triumphantly slaughtered—for no crime, 
apparently, beyond that of being a hawk.

When the present. world depression 
developed, all other Governments took 
immediate steps to reduce expenditure and 
lighten the burden of taxation. From New 
Zealand, Australia, Italy, Germany, even 
Northern Ireland, one reads in the Press of 
diastic economies put into operation or in 
contemplation. 

This year the estimated cost of Government 
services was £139,000 more than in last 
year, and that year had been higher than the 
year previous. This country was facing a 
serious situation, im any case, but with 
wastrels in office it would be impossible to 
stave off disaster. By reducing the burden 
of taxation, by protecting their industries 
against foreign competition, by providing 
employment for their idle workers, by State 
action on homeing and the ire, they could 


weather the storm, but not otherwise.

The American Farrago. 


In the fiscal vear which ended in June 
the number of emigrants from Europe <o 
the United States was lower than any 
total recorded in the past seventy years. 
The significance of this remarkable 
decrease is illustrated by the comparative 
figures issued by the American Labour 
which show that, in the 
years of unrestricted ‘immigration, two 
hundred unskilled labourers entered the 
country where three enter now. In 1914— 
when the number of immigrants was over 
one million, as against one hundred 
thousand in 1930-31—three countries in 
America contributed ta greater number in 
one month than did the whole of Europe 
in the last year. While these figures must 
be attributed in some degree to the policy 
of restricted is evident 
that this policy is not the only factor in 
the decline. Although the quotas of out- 
side countries have been reduced substan-

tially, many of them have not contributed 
the number allotted, 
remarkable phenomenon—more than sixty 
thousand aliens quitted the shores of 
America. during the year under review.

In the weight of 
numbers, the growing ambition, and the 
alien culture of the coloured people 
America long has had grave cause tor 
concern. Their tendency to invade the 
populous centres of the north is as dis- 


quieting as it is new. 


Vampites. 

New, or at least mysterious, diseases are 
a feature of our artificial times, and the 
latest has inflicted itself upon the Island 
of Trinidad. The Correspondent of The 
Times reports that this disease is causing 
many deaths among human beings and 
animals. The symptoms in human beings 
resemble those of infantile paralysis, and 
death occurs within four or five days from 
the first attack. In animals the disease 
has been diagnosed as botulism, but the 
most recent experiments do not support 
this view. They suggest that in both cases, 
human and animal, the virus is carried by 
some sort of bite ; and suspicion has fallen 
upon that already ill-famed creature, the 
vampire bat. Bats are common through- 
out the world, but the vampire species 
flourishes mainly in Central and South 
America, and it abounds in Trinidad. No 
doubt, its unholy reputation is based 
largely upon that secular tradition of 
Central Europe which gave Mr. Bram 
Stoker his blood-curdling plot for 
‘Dracula.’’ The peasants of the Danube 
still lock their doors at night against those 
dreadful things—once men and women-— 
which emerge from their graves to suck 
the blood of sleeping persons, and so retain 
a hideous and nocturnal! vitality through- 
out the ages. Even in seventeenth-century 
England corpses suspected of vampirism 
were disinterred, pierced with a stake, and 
re-buried at cross-roads. This tradition 
came to be fastened upon the vampire bat, 
which bites human beings, but, apart from 
its sinister aspect is, perhaps, neither 
more nor less dangerous than a mosquito. 
In the case of the Trinidad bats, however, 
a special horror is furnished by the sugges- 
tion that they are suffering from rabies. 
It seems that rabies in bats was the proved 
cause of many recent deaths among cattle 
in Brazils. Here surely “ Dracula ” is 
outdone. A sane vampire, with all its 
legendary associations, is bad enough ; but 
a mad vampire—ugh ! 


Watchers of the Sky. 


A telescope now under construction in 
America will enlarge greatly the scope of 
astronomical photography. To the layman 
it may come as something of a disappoint- 
ment ; for size is his criterion in the judg- 
ment of scientific instruments, and the 
new telescope will be much smaller than 
its compeer at Mount Wilson. Its forty- 
inch mirror, however, will photograph sky 
sections in which the clear area will be six 
times greater in diameter than that which

QUEEN OF SHEBA’S 
MINES. 


BIG G..ME HUNTER’S CLAIM. 


The claim that he has located one of the 
ancient treasure mines of the Queen of Sheba 
is made Mr. Frank Hayter, a big- oe 
hunter, who has just returned to Eng 
from Central Africa. From a cavern fides 
in unexplored country, 520 miles due west 
of Addis Ababa, Mr. Hayter has brought 
back uncut rubies, diamonds, platinum and 
gold. 

The expedition was started in 1950, when 
an Englis get oo engineer obtained posses- 
sion of an old map from an Arab. The 
engineer, believing that the map was a clue 
to Sheba’s gold, approached r. Hayter, 
who was in Addis Ababa, and they decided 
to ny estigate. 

‘I am sure it is one of the caverns from 
which the Queen of Sheba drew her great 
wealth,” Mr. Hayter said yesterday. “ Í am 
going off to Abyssinia again in a few months’ 
time to try to find the reef from which was 
washed the alluvial gold 1 discovered in the 
cave. 


TREASURY DESCRIBED. 

Describing his discovery in the cavern, Mr. 
Havter said that he followed a rough path 
and came to the margin of a tiny stream, 
which disappeared through a rift in a wall of 
rock. ‘‘ With considerable difficulty we 
squeezed through the narrow aperture into 
which the stream disappeared, and at last 
we were inside, and resting on a flat bed of 
rock, ” he said. ‘When inv eyes became 
accustomed to the darkness I saw hundreds 
of tiny spots of red light twinkling in the 
candle flame. As I went towards them the 
points seemed to fade, and finally they 
vanished. 

‘‘T pointed mv torch to where I had seen 
the spots of light, and what a surprise we 
all had! As I moved towards these glowing 
objects the flashes became almost dazzling. 
I picked up a small pebble to examine it more 
closely, but dropped it as if it had heen a 
red-hot coal, for as it passed the torchlight 
it flashed in mv hand. Strange as it mav 
seem, it was not until that moment that I 
had the faintest suspicion that these pebbles 
were preeions stones, and, despite the fact 
that I helieved myself to be in Sheba’s 
treasure mine, I had stumbled on a hoard of 
uncut rubies. There were thousands of them. 
ranging from little fellows no bigger than a 
pin’s head up to beautiful stones bigger than 
a pea. From that moment until Omar. the 
Arab guide, informed me that it was long 
past sunset | sat among those rubies, picking 
out stones of the hest quality and putting 
them into my haversack. ' 


CHISEL-MARKED SLABS. 

“I conceived the idea of exploring the 
left-hand portion of the cavern. where I 
found huge slahs. of rock on the ground, 
with rough chisel marks still on them. The 
largest of the slabs must have been nearly 
forty feet thick.” 

Mr. Havter said that he saw ancient carv- 
ings on the walls, and on either side were 
entrances to other galleries. in which he 
found a lot of dull stones, which he thought 
were inferior rubies, but which were later 
found to be rose diamonds of the first water.

HE distress caused in Dublin as a 
result of the heavy flooding last 
Thursday and Friday is the principal 
concern of the municipal authorities at 
the moment, and already efforts are beiny 
made to alleviate the hardships and suffer 
ing, particularly among the poorer classex 
As a result of the appeal issued on Friday 
by the ri; wid Lord Mayor (Dr. Myles 
Keogh) subscriptions are being sent in 
from many sources. 

Among the oifers received by the 
Deputy Lord Mayor was one from a firm 
of Dublin bakers, who stated in a letter 
that they will be prepared to suppl; 
bread for the people in the afflicted areas 
free, and the members of the Corporation 
were asked to make the necessary atrange- 
ments to have it distributed. 

The Lord Mayor arrived in Dublin on 
Saturday and made a tour of the affected 
areas. He appealed to all the citizens to 
contribute to the relief fund according to 
means, and pointed out that about £1,000 
was immediately required for the purchase

Fires 
are being provided in the schools so that 
the poor people may cook their food.

Italy’s most famous motor Grand Prix 
was marred by a fatal accident in the pre- 
liminary rounds, when Etancelin, the | 
French ace. driving an Alfa Romeo, got 
into a bad skid, his car charging the 
crowd when travelling at a high speed. 

One of the spectators was killed and 
fourteen injured. Although himself un- 
hurt. Etancelin retired from the race, 
which resulted in an all-Italian victory, 
Fagioli winning on a) Maserati. 

The race was especially notable this 
year, as the three largest motor racing 
firms on the Continent, the Bugattis, 
Maseratis and Alfa Romeos, had entered 
a newer and faster machine than ever 
before. and there was great rivalry as to 
whose new model would prove victorious. 
The unfortunate mishap to Etancelin may 
well have cost the Alfa Romeos the race, 
as he was one of their crack drivers. 

Fagioli’s time for the 150-mile course 
was 1 hour 32 mins.

He had returned only a few days 
tgo from a holiday at Parknasilla, and, to his 
friends, seemed to be in almost robust health. 
The immediate cause of death was, it is 
understood, heart trouble. 

Senator Hooper, who was fifty-seven yeas 
of age, had a very active and varied career. 
Essentially a journalist all his life, he found 
time while engaged as London -Cor:espondeut 
of the Freeman's Journal to study law, and 
was called io the English Bar. Later he was 
elected a member of the Irish Free State 
Senaie, and when a vacancy occurred a few 
months ago in the Deputy Chairmanshjp of 
the Senate he was elected to that important 
office. 

Senator Hooper was born in Cork City, his 
tather being the late Mr. John Hooper, 
editor of the Cork Daily Herald, and some 
time x memoer of the old Irish Party, under 
the leadership of Mr. Parnell. He joined 
the staff of the Freeman 4 Journal, and was 
soon transferred to the London office, where 
he served for twenty years, first as assistant 
to the late Mr. James Tuoby, and afterwards 
as chief. 

COURTMARTIALLED. 

Later he was appointed editor of the 
Freeman's Journal, and during the troubled 
period of 1920 he, with two of the directurs 
of the paper, was sentenced by courtmartial 


_to a period of twelve months’ imprisonment 


in Mountjoy. They were, however, released 
weeks. During the trouble 
1921 the Freeman's Journal and its editor 
had many anxious times. Mr. Hooper re- 
mained editor until the paper ceased publica- 
tion in December, 1924. 

Since then he was actively engaged as 
Irish representative of the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger and its allied journals. He 
also contributed extensively to various other 
publications. 

At the first election to the -Senate Mr. 
Hooper was an unsuccessful candidat®. but 
later was returned for a period of three years. 
He was due to retire at the end of the pre- 
He proved himself a diligent and 
conscientious member of the House, and 
though he did not take part frequently in 
debate.\he vus always active where the public 
interest) wer concerned. As Deputy Chair- 
man he toox his responsibilities very 
seriousiv. He served on several committees. 


_notably on the Courts of Justice Committee, 


and contributed much useful work in that

HE tenth annual race for the Ulster 
Grand Prix, which was brought to 
issue on Saturday last over the usual! 
circuit of 205 miles in County Antrim, may 
at once be described as the best of the 
series of events that has given Ireland the 
distinction of holding the fastest motor 
cycle road race in the world. The hone@rs 
of the race went to Stanley Woods, “the 
popular Dublin rider, who won the 500 c.c. 


class at a speed of 86.43 miles per hour, 


and did a lap at 89.67 miles per hour. 

This year, in Holland, Percy Hunt, who 
won both the junior and senior races in 
the Isle of Man in June last, won the 
Dutch Tourist Trophy race at a faster 
speed than had been attained in the Ulster 
event, and, apart from the many other 
interests that were involved in the race, 
there was a special anxiety centred in the 
possibility of the speed “ record ” being 
taken from the Dutch course.

Professor W. A. Wilson, Malone road, 
Belfast, corroborated the evidence of Dr. 
Pollock. The only point, he said, on which 
there might be a difference of opinion was 
as to whether death was instantaneous or

Addressing the jury, the Coroner said that 
the affair was most mysterious and as 
ing. It was hard to tell how the man had 
got there. Professor Wilson could not tell 
them whether the wounds were self-inflicted 
or not. It was on the condition of the bedy 
and other circumstances connected with the 
case that the jury would have to find their 
verdict. If there had been scorching, it 
might have been a case of suicide, but there 
was none, and in his opinion there was only 
one verdict at which the jary eould arrive. 

After consultation the foreman of the jury 
said that they were unanimous in arriving 
at an open verdict, and they returned the 
following :— 

“That death was due to shock c uent 
on fracture of the skull and Iaceration of the 
brain, the result of a gunshot wound, there 
not being sufficient evidence to show how 
they were. inflicted.”’

Towards the end of this week the City 
shou.d have some definite idea of the Go- 
vernment proposals for balancing the Budget 
and improving the state of the national 
finances. It is generally expected that there 
will be no tax on fixed interest-bearing 
securities or a compulsory conversion of 5 
p.c. War Loan. The semi-official hint to this 
effect was the cause of last week’s substantial 
rally in the Funds, a movement which in 
turn induced a better tone in markets gene- 
rally. The rally in prices was assisted by a 
considerable, amount of bear covering before 
this week's settlement, while’ it is also 
probable that fresh speculative buying was 
induced by a belief that the outlook had 
materially improved. Whether the worst of 
the depression has been witnessed it is im- 
possible to say, but most operators are in- 
clined to the view that it is, and, barring 
untoward developments, that the trend of 
prices in the future will be more favourable 
to holders. 


ESSENTIALS TO RECOVERY. 

It is recognised that the provision of huge 
credits for the protection of sterling and 
even the balancing of the Budget, supposing 
that is accgmplished, will not constitute a 
return to normal conditions.. The country has 
to receive ah assurance that the previous ex- 
travagant expenditure has been definitely 
checked, and there should Le some indication 
that the fresh taxation which has been de- 
cided upon is likely to provide the neces- 
sary extra revenue without producing harm- 
ful effects. The position cannot be satisfac- 
torily dealt with by a mobilisation of our 
foreign investments, a tax on fixed interest 
securities, cr a-compulsory conversion of 
.c. War Loan. Anything that savours of 
inflation must be ruled out. What is needed 
more than anything is a cevelonment that en- 
coureges a revival in trade, with a reduction 
in production costs that will enable our 
manufacturers to compete with foreigners. 


TAXATION QUESTIONS. 

Because of the importance of encouraging 
rather than discouraging industry, it is con- 
sidered that part of the necessary 
extra revenue will be obtained fot by increas- 
ing the income iax from 4s. 6d. to 5s. in 
the £ but by a somewhat drastic elteration 
in its incidence by which many of those who 
at present escape the impost will be drawn 
in.

WHAT TO BUY. ci 

As our Stock Exclange reports have indi- 
cated, investors have been holding aloof from 
markets for a considerable time past. There 
las been an almost entire absence of public 
buying, while occasionally these has been a 
certain amount of panicky selling, which is 
now regretted. It looks as though it is the 
time to buy, and those who form this 
opinion naturally ask what stocks should be 
acquirel to give the best return in interest 
vield or early — appreciation. The 
question can only be answered by emphasis- 
ing the qualifying “if.” It is believed that 
the position has really improved in the last 
week or two, and if the Government pro- 
posals provide no disagreeable surprise, and 
if there is a reasonable assurance, that they 
will achieve their objective, practically any- 
thing in the Stock Exchange could be bought 
at the present moment. 


GILT-EDGED STOCKS. 

Government Stocks would certainly appre- 
ciate further, but obviously those securities 
would vise most which have fallen most. It is 
easy to pick these out. There is much scope 
in Home and Arcentine Rails, and having 
regard to the possibility that aa, as a 
primary producing country, will return to 
prosperous conditions more quickly than some 
others, perhaps a purchase in the latter group 
is to be preferred. A materially higher level 
for our own Railway Stocks will only be jus- 
tified when trade is materially better, and, 
unfortunately, there is little sign that there 
will be a real improvement for a consider- 
Probably the extent of the 
decline in many foreign Government and 
municipal securities in the last year or two is 
not generally recognised. 


HEAVY LOSSES. 

The news that the Chilean Government has 
decided on a moratorium with respect to the 
external debt came as a great shock to inves- 
tors here, because previously the country had 
an unsullied record in such matters. Prices, 
consequently, fell very severely, and for a 
time it was practically impossib%&, to sell even 
at the lower level, for there were no buyers. 
The three series of 6 per cent. bonds, which 
last year got to little over 100, and did not 
fall below 79, were dealt in last week at 
prices ranging from 33-35, with a 10 point 
difference in the official quotations. When the 
country resumes interest nayments a pur- 
chaser of these bonds at 35 will leave an in- 
vestment yielding 17 per cent. Some of the 
Brazilian 4 per cent. Bonds have heen dealt 
in lately at prices down to 25, representing 
a return of 16 per cent. 


CFFECTS OF THE EUROPEAN 
CRISIS. 


Argentine and Uruguayan Bonds have also 
fallen, but in the former case to a much 
smaller extent. Naturally, the crisis in 
Central Eurove has led to a serious deprecia- 
tion of German, Rumanian and other similar 
issues. Berlin 6 p.c. and Dresden 5 p.c. last 
year tovched 965 and 875, but current prices 
are only about 50 and £5 resnectively, and 
are large'y nominal. In 1930 Estonia 7 p.c. 
touche? 92 and Poland 7 p.c. 923, but the 
former is now avoted at the wide price of 
42-68, and the latter at 67-72. These repre- 
sent only one group of securities the move- 
nents in which have involved holders in 
heavy capital Josses, at Jesst on paper. lt 
ig a moot point whether the present valua- 
L1lons are a true indication of the merits or 
demerits of these stocks, or whether they 
are largely due to nervousness as to what 
may hannen in the future. 


WORLD ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 
Many other Stock Exchange securities will 
recover -with an improvement in the world 
economic condittons which enables manufac- 
teving and trading companies. producers of 
ruber, base metals, oil. etc., to earn satis- 
factory profits. The depression in rubher 
shares need not he emphasised. Similarly. 
hares of tin-mining companies and of tea 
plantation undertakings have fallen verv 
neavily. The world depression will not Jas: 
for sooner or tater it will be fol. 
lowed by better conditions. and those’ who 
have the courage to buv securities that have 
heen heavily depreciated by the pronged 
depression are almost certain to do well. Ad- 
mittediy, a good deal of eourage is re. 
quired, and. broadly speaking, this quality 
is at present lackine, because investors gene- 
rally have suffered such ieavy losses in 
recent years.

Recent changes in‘ihe butter market have 
heen remarkable. The primary reason fer 
the recent advance in quotations was mainly 
the presumed improved pesition in Germany. 
Very high prices were then established for 
Danish butter on active operauions on the 
mart of Germany, and free buying from the 
United Kingdom and other countries. Since 
then, however, when the highest point was

Danish f.o.h. prices have slumped very ccn- 
siderably. It mav be diflleult to assign the 


reason for the change in the market that has 
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recently taken place. There ie a certain 
unrest in general commercial and financial 
circles; moreover, there is a feeling of doubt 
as to how affairs mas develop.

-*” FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 
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THE OUTLOOK. ; | 

The long spell of uncertainty regarding the 
financial * p of the Government is 
about to ‘ Thursday Mr. Snowden 
will introduce his emergency Budget, and 
thereafter the of events will 
rapid. Parliament will no doubt a to 
give immediate legislative effect to the new 
taxation, the nature of which is still a matter 
of surmise. It will not, at all events, include 
a compulsory conversion of War Loan 5 per 
Cent. stock or a a tax on fixed interest 
securities (writes T Ae Sunday Times). What 
will included, in all probability, is a 
lowering of the super-tax limit, whilst. the 
povsibility of an increase in income-tax can- 
not be ignored, though the effect on trade 
would be so prejudicial that it is hoped that 
this will be avoided. Whatever new taxa- 
tion is imposed—and an increase in the liquor 
and tobacco duties is regarded as practically 
certain—will. be on the orthodox lines, and 
every effort, it may be safely assumed, will 
be made to avoid disturbing confidence, either 
at home or abroad. With the publication of 
the plans for balancing the Budget it may be 
reasonably hoped that foreign balances that 
have been withdrawn from London will 
gradually he returned, and that sterling ex- 
change may be before long left to take care 
of itself. But we are not “ out of the wood ”’ 
yet, and the margin between safety and 
catastrophe is still perilously thin. The best 
that the Stock Exchange can hope for 
is the replacement of the recent feeling of 
fear and suspicion by trust and confidence in 
the ability of the country to weather the 
storm. It is not sufficient to balance the 
Budget on paper. The Government must do 
its best to help industry to recover the 
ground lost, in recent years, or otherwise the 
extra revenue required will not be earned. 
What is needed above all things is a definite 
and sustained lead and a steady determina- 
tion to stop extravagant expenditure without 
indulgence in that panic retrenchment which, 
by stopping work in all directions, would 
only serve to make things worse than they 
are now. 


BANKERS’ VIEWS. 

The banking view that the way out of 
England’s difficulties should be found by 
economies rather than additional taxation is 
emphasised by writers in the current issues 
of Barclay’s and Llovd’s banks monthly re- 
views. Lloyd’s Bank Review suggests that 
the May Committee should have covered a 
wider field, for it ‘‘has left whole areas of 
national expenditure ripe for the economy 
axe unexplored and untouched.’’ It con- 
tinues :—‘‘ If comparison be made of the rela- 
tive scale of taxation, both national and 
municinal, here and abroad, and the handicap 
that this difference imposes on British in- 
dustry, it may well be found that even more 
drastic economies are required than those 
implicd in the Majority Report. 
truth is that we are over-governed, 
and trade and industry need more 
freedom from official interference. There 
is scope for immense simplification in 
administration, and a rigid rationing of de- 
partmental expenditure seems imperative if 
we are to nlace our economic life unon a 
sound basis.” The writer in Barclay’s Re- 
view says that the fundamental point of the 
May report which it is essential to stress 1s 
that the margin between expenditure and 
revenue must be covered mainly by drastic 
economies. He adds :—‘‘Some additional 
taxation is inevitable. but it must be re- 
stricted to a minimum, for one of the prin- 
cipal factors in retarding industrial progress 
in Great Britain during the post-war years 
has been the exceptionally heavy burden of 
both national and local expenditure. The 
balancing of the Budget is not the only task

HOLD BRITISH STOCKS. 

The following circular issued to its clients 
on Saturday by a ieading firm of London 
stockbrokers is exceedingly appropriate at 
the present moment:—‘‘In view of the 
numerous inquiries we are receiving daily 
with regard to the advisability of disposing 
of Sterling sccurities and re-investing the 
proceeds in securities expressed in foreign 
currencies, we feel it incumbent unon us to 
express our views on the correct financiz] 
attitude to be adopted at this time of crisis 
in the affairs of our country, and to arrest, 
as far as lies in our power, such i'l-cenceived 
action. We now emphatically put on record 
our firm conwiction that such a course is 
extremely ill-edvised. for the following 
reasons :—Firstly. action of this kind is de- 
finitely unpatriotic. and can enly serve to 
aggravete the difficulties of His Majestv’s 
Government, wh» have the right to exvect the 
supnort of every private individual and finan- 
cinl institution, however I*-rge or small. 
Secondly, we feel strongly that, bearing in 
mind the present extremely low realisaticn 
value of sterling securities, any nervous :m- 
vestor will pav a heavy penaltv for his 
timidity in sacrificing scund secrrities at the 
present ‘‘scrap’’ prices. Thirdly, we view 
the reneral national acceptance of the true 
principles of thrift, economy, and strict finan- 
cial prudence as the turning point in our 
nation’s post-war historv. and that, therefore. 
we shell emerge triumphant from this period 
of crisis, which is unconbtedly internstional 
in character.

“The year 1931 he#@proved the most diff- 
enlt one ever experienced by hop growers. 
The almost continue! and excc “ve wet 
weather prevented cultivation for long 
periods, and the gales of wind thr: shed the 
cones so badly that a certain amount of dis- 
coloration has resulted in some cases. 
Messrs. Manger and Henley, 59 Borough, 
§.E.1, from whose annual report on hops the 
above is taken, add that heavy rains, gales 
of wind, cold nights, and absence of the 
necessary amount of sunshine have brought 
ahout irregularity in the wpe nage of the 
cones. The golding hops are the chief suf- 
ferers, and unfortunately many acres have 
already been passed over. It is impossible 
for anyone to hazard an opinion as to the 
weight of ihe crop which will ultimately be 
harvested. Jt must prove the smallest crop, 
with one cxception, since 1882. 
RAYON AND COTTON PIECE GOODS. 
According to the latest returns available 
the exports of cotton and artificial silk 
mixed piece gvods from the United Kingdom 
for the seven months ended July show a de- 
crease of 14,651,000 square yards, valued at

GERMAN MESSAGE IN 
ENGLISH CHURCH.

Dr. Walter Simons, former President of the 
Supreme Court of Germany, and for a time 
Foreign Minister of the Reich, took the place 
last night at a broadcast Service in the Leeds 
Parish Church, of Dr. Valdemar Ammundsen, 
Bishop of Hadersey, Denmark, to deliver a 
message on world peace. 

Dr Simons said: “I come to you with a 
double message. One from the meeting of the 
World Alliance for International Friendship 
through the Churches, held in Cambridge last 
week. Our aim, our hope and our prayer was, 
and is, world peace by the way cf Christian 
friendship, and at the present time we look 
and pray especially for a great .tep forward 
to that goal through the General Disarma- 
ment Conference in Geneva next February. 

“I am sure that the British people will 
echo this message, because they are not only 
fearless in danger and brave in battle, but 
also masters in the works of peace, and, 
therefore, lovers of peace. 

“The second message is from my native 
country—from the German people. We fee! 
deeply with you the solidarity of sorrow that 
is now revealed to the warld at Jarge, and 
we share with vou the cares of a crisis that
